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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 2/18/05 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues (2/18/05 Remarks: page 2, line 11 - page 
6, line 2) that the print setting display of Chiarabini et al 
reference does not read upon the timing (i.e. upon a 
confirmation of the print job and prior to issuance of the print 
job) recited in the present claims. Specifically, Applicant 
argues (page 2, lines 19-23; page 3, lines 19-21; page 4, line 1 
- page 5, line 1; page 5, lines 15-26) that the Chiarabini et al 
display occurs after issuance of the print job. 

Applicant's argument appears to be based upon interpreting 
the "issuance of the print job" to mean the user command to 
activate the print driver and designate certain documents for 
printing. Examiner's rejection is based upon interpreting the 
"issuance of the print job" to mean the sending of instructions 
to the printer to print out the documents. The language of the 
claims does not appear to require the former interpretation or 
exclude the latter. The teachings of Chiarabini et al are 
clearly readable upon the latter interpretation (e.g. Chiarabini 
et al column 9, lines 58-64; column 11, lines 19-21) .
